18. (New) Method according to Claim 2 wherein the ingredients are at least 
partially pregranulated before mixing. 

19. (New) Method according to Claim 2 wherein the particles of the 
dispersant are at least partially pregranulated before mixing. 

20. (New) Method according to Claim 2 the pigment granulate is produced by 
compaction or by buildup granulation or a combination of these methods. 

21. (New) Pigment granulate according to Claim 7 wherein the pigment 
granulate consists of the essentially homogenous mixture of ingredients and dispersant. 

22. (New) Pigment granulate according to Claim 8 wherein the ingredients. 
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before mixing, have a particle size from 1 to 2000 |jm. 

23. (New) Pigment granulate according to Claim 22 wherein the ingredients, 
before mixing, have a particle size from 10 to 500 pm. 

24. (New) Pigment granulate according to Claim 9 wherein the cellulose- 
containing material of the dispersant, before mixing, has a particle size from 25 to 500 
pm. 

25. (New) Pigment granulate according to Claim 10, wherein the 
pregranulated cellulose-containing material has a particle size from 0.2 to 1.0 mm. 

26. (New) Pigment granulate according to Claim 1 1 wherein the pigment 
granulate contains the cellulose-containing material in a weight fraction from 1 to 15%. 
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
